3. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising isolated 10"* to 10^^ killed 
whole cells of a bacterium selected from the genera Rhodococcus, Gordonia, Dietzia, 
Tsukamurella and Nocardioides and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, diluent or excipient, 
which phamiaceutical composition in use modifies a cellular immune response.

9. (Currently Amended) An immune modulator composition or a pharmaceutical composition 
according to claim 3 for use in or as a vaccine. 

10. (Currently Amended) An immune modulator pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 9 wherein said vaccine is a prophylactic vaccine or a therapeutic vaccine.

12. (Currently Amended) A n immune modulator composition and/or a pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 3 wherein said composition further comprises an antigen or 
antigenic determinant. 
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13. (Currently Amended) An immun e modulator oomposition ond/or a phamiaceutical 
composition according to claim 12 wherein said antigen or antigenic determinant is an antigen or 
antigenic determinant selected from one or more of a BCG (bacillus of Calmette and Guerin) 
vaccine, a diphtheria toxoid vaccine, a diphtheria/tetanus/pertussis vaccine, a pertussis vaccine, 
the tetanus toxoid vaccine, the measles vaccine, the mumps vaccine, the rubella vaccine, the 
OPV (oral poliomyelitis vaccine) and Mycobacterium vaccae^ or part thereof. 

14. (Currently Amended) A n immun e modulator oomposition and/or pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 12 wherein said composition comprises two or more such 
antigens or antigenic determinants, 

15. (Currently Amended) An immun e modulator oomposition and/or pharmaceutical 
composition claim 3 wherein said bacterium is selected from the genus Rhodococcus. 

16. (Currently Amended) A n immun e modulator composition and/or pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 1 5 wherein said bacterium is one or more of the following 
Rhodococcus ruber, Rhodococcus rhodococcus, Rhodococcus rhodnii, Rhodococcus 
coprophilusy Rhodococcus opacus and Rhodococcus erythopolis.

18. (Currently Amended) A method for treating or preventing a condition in a subject 
comprising administering an effective amount of a pharmac e utical composition comprising 10"* 
to 10^^ killed whole cells of a bacterium selected from the genera Rhodococcus, Gordonia, 
Dietzia, Tsukamurella and Nocardioides and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, diluent or 
excipient, which pharmaceutical composition in use modifies a cellular inmiune response and/or 
immim e modulator compo s ition comprising 10"^ to 10^ Icill e d whol e c e lls of a bact e rium s e l e cted 
from th e g e n e ra Rhodococcus, Gordonia, Dictma, Tsukamurella and Nocardioides, wh e r e in said 
immun e modulator composition in u se modifi e s a c e llular immune response to a subject . 
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19. (Currently Amended) A method for immunizing a subject comprising administering a 
phormac e utioal composition comprising 10"* to lO'*^ killed whole cells of a bacterium selected 
from the genera Rhodococcus, Gordonia, Dietzia, Tsukamurella and Nocardioides and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, diluent or excipient, which pharmacoutical composition in 
use modifies a cellular immune response and/or immun e modulator composition comprising 10" ^ 
to 10^ kill e d whol e c e lls of a bact e rium se l e cted from the g e nera Rhodococcus, Gordonia, 
Dietzia, Tsukamurella and Nocardioides, wh e rein said immun e modulator composition in us e 
modifi e s a cellular immun e respons e. 

20. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 18 wherein said pharmac e utica l 
composition and/or an immun e modulator composition is co-administered with an antigen or 
antigenic determinant. 

21 . (Original) A method according to claim 20 wherein the antigen or antigenic determinant is 
an antigen or antigenic determinant selected from one or more of a BCG (bacillus of Calmette 
and Guerin) vaccine, a diphtheria toxoid vaccine, a diphtheria/tetanus/pertussis vaccine, a 
pertussis vaccine, a tetanus toxoid vaccine, a measles vaccine, a mumps vaccine, a rubella 
vaccine, a OPV (oral poliomyelitis vaccine) and Mycobacterium vaccae, or part thereof. 

22. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 20 wherein said pharmac e utical 
composition and/or an immun e modulator composition is co-administered with two or more such 
antigens or antigenic determinants. 

23. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 19 wherein said pharmac e utical 
composition and/or an immun e modulator composition is co-administered with an antigen or 
antigenic determinant. 



24. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 23 wherein the antigen or antigenic 
determinant is an antigen or antigenic determinant selected from one or more of a BCG (bacillus 
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of Calmette and Guerin) vaccine, a diphtheria toxoid vaccine, a diphtheria/tetanus/pertussis 
vaccine, a pertussis vaccine, a tetanus toxoid vaccine, a measles vaccine, a mumps vaccine, a 
rubella vaccine, a OPV (oral poliomyelitis vaccine) and Mycobacterium vaccae^ or part thereof 

25. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 23 wherein said pharmaceutical 
composition and/or on inunun e modulator composition is co-administered with two or more such 
antigens or antigenic determinants. 

26. (Currently Amended) A n immun e modulator composition and/or pharmac e utical 
composition according to claim 1 3 wherein said composition comprises two or more such 
antigens or antigenic determinants. 

27. (New) A method according to claims 18 or 19 wherein the composition is a pharmaceutical 
composition. 

28. (New) A method according to claims 18 or 19 wherein the composition is an immune 
modulator composition.
